MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 



The British Government Defeated on a 
Motion to Reduce a Minister's 
Salary. 



Ministers Called Upon by the "Times" 
to Accept the Inevitable 
and Resign- 

J oyce:,-, June 21. — The announcement of 
tho vote, 132 to 125, against the government 
on Hon. Mr. Brodoiiok'a motion to roduoo 
tho salary of tho secretary of war by £1,000 
on acoount of an alleged deficiency in tho 
army stores, oauaed a great sensation in tho 
House of Commons. The general belief ox- 
presaod thla evening la that tho defeat of 
the government moana a orleia. Tho buei- 
neaa of. tho aoealon can ba wound up in Bhort 
order. The result of the division was ao un- 
expoct-id that when the papor was handod 
to tho opposition whip, Mr. Akera Douglaa, 
to read tho figures, ho returned it to tho 
government whip, Mr. Edward T. EIHb, 
who had boon about to rend it when ho 
saw it was a defeat and roturnod it to Mr. 
Douglaa who, as the opposition had woo, 
waa entitled to announce tho figures. Mr. 
Douglaa road them amid prolonged and 
vooiferouB opposition cheering. 

The Conservative leador, Mr. Balfour, 
askod what courso tho government proposed 
to take, and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, Sir William Veroon Haroourt, an- 
nounced that the government would proceed 
with a non-contentious bill, and the houBO 
proceeded to discuss tho naval works bill. 
Tho Unionists aro jubilant at such an unex- 
pected viotory. The opposition only issued 
an ordinary " whip," but the'e waa an 
immonao amount of private canvassing done 
to bring up thoir supporters. The division 
occurred during tho dinner hour and some 
of the government aupportora had loft the 
house. Great excitement prevails in tho 
lobbies and members are eagerly disouasing 
tho expeoted dissolution. 

The Chronicle's lobbyist sayo that a loud 
Bhout of triumph went up from tho Conser- 
vative benches. Tho mombera loapod up to 
their foot and tho Liberal Unionists, led by 
Josoph Chamberlain, leaned forward with 
mocking ohoers, mingled with cries to re- 
sign. Mr. Campboll Bannerman turnod 
deadly pale and formally sent hio resignation 
to Lord Rosebory. Ho thon loft tho houso, 
The explanation of tho affair is that tho 
Radicals expected an exciting debate over 
an attack upon tho Duke of Cambridge, and 
when his retirement was announced, all in- 
terest was gono. Thoy slipped away evad- 
ing the whips who supposed thoy were able 
to count upon a majority of sixteen. The 
Duke's retirement overBhadowa everything. 
Tho Opposition whips caught the Liberals 
napping. 

Tho Daily News (Liberal) in an editorial 
says: " To tell tho world of our defensive 
resources in detail would bo an aob of crim- 
inal foi'yj for whloh no punishment oould be 
too sovero. Mr. Campboll-Bannerman's 
resignation cannot bo accepted. If he 
resigns his colleagues will resign with him." 

Tho Houao of Commons ad journod at 10:30 
without further incident. It 1b reported 
that Mr. Campbell-Bannorman, secretary of 
war, said to a friend in the lobby that this 
was his last night as a mlnUtor in tho pre- 
sent cabinet. Tho rrinisters only consulted 
together as Lord Rosobery, tho premier, was 
at Epson. A formal cabinob will be held 
to-morrow. * 

Mr. Campboll-Bannorman fools tho defeal 
as a personal affront and resents Its instiga- 
tion by the front of tho Opposition benches 
to whom he had promised to givo tho infor- 
mation Bought if expressly challenged to do 
so, although ho thought auoh publioity not 
advisable. 

It is statod that sovoral Conservatives 
rcgrob tho outcomo of the voto, Mr. Camp- 
bell-Bannorman being very popular on both 
sides of tho Houso. Lord Roaebery came to 
town to-night and the oabiuot mooting be- 
gun in Sir William Hurcourt's room in tho 
Houso of Commons and waa continued at 
Lord Rosobory'a roaidenco until nearly mid- 
night. 

Tho Times in an editorial discussing the 
ministerial crisis Bays : " Following cloaoly 
upon tho Gladstone incident, whloh tho 
wildest imagining of tho ministerial apolo- 
gists cannot explain away, tnia dofoat, it la 
admitted oven by numbora of etaunch 
Liborala, plaoeB the govornmenb in 
an extromoly awkward position. With 
Mr. Campbell-Bannorman poraonally, much 
sympathy will be felt. No course oxcopb 
resignation Is opon to him, and that must 
involvo tho break up of tho cabinet. Tho 
government will gain nothing by seeking a 
formal voto of confidence, which io nob oven 
certain to bo given. Is is usoloss tostrugglo 
Ignominiously to poatpono an inevitable dis- 
solution. " 



THE HENDERSHOTT MURDER. 

Wellor Made a Confession, Bnt .Sivj b the Deed 
AVns Planned by Hemlershott. 

London, Juno 21.— (Spocial)— William 
David Wellor, who was hangod with John 
Hondorahott, mado a confession of his guilt 
other than the secrob ono mado to Rov. D. 
Sponcor. Ho told turnkey Edward Langan, 
just boforo his oxeoution, that ho alono com- 
mitted tho murder in tho woods, bub bhat 
John HondorBhobt, though not present, 
planned it. Woller aaye he Btruck his vic- 
tim over the back of tho hoad with an axe 
and felled him to bho ground ; bhat Hondor- 
ahott ataggered to hia foot and atarted to 
run, and ho, picking up a wedge, followod 
and repeatedly struck him over tho hoad 
with lb. The wedgo, ho said, ho al'borwards 
buried in bho ground, which accounts for its 
non-appearanco. 

Policemen on Bicycles. 

Buffalo, Juno 21.— Tho police commis- 
sioners docidod to-day to place a dotall of 
policomen mounted on bicyolos on Main 
street after July 12. The mon will rido 
thoir own whoels and bo on duty during the 
buay hours of tho day to prevent aocldonts 
which rosulb from rocklofls whoolmen riding 
over podostrlana and thon making thoir es- 
oope.

THE BALTIC CANAL. 



Yesterday's Ceremonies— The Kaiser 
Lays the Last Stone in Presence 
of Thousands. 



Tribute to Emperor William I— Map;- 
niiicent Decorations— French 
Opinions. 

Holtenau, Juno 21.— Emperor William 
visited the Russian armored cruiBor Ruri- 
katk at throo bhla morning and BubscqnenMy 
laid bho lasb stone of tho Baltic and North 
Bea canal in the presence of many bhousands 
of spectators. The weather was brilliant. 
Tho ceremony took place in tho open air, 
and not In tho lighthouso adjoining tho 
shiioo bb at first contemplated. The aceno of 
the ceremony was embellished by handsomo 
designs in landscape gardening and tho light 
houao atanding close bo bho Bpot Bhowed 
three bronze roliofa of Emperor William I, 
Frederick III, and William II. 

Under tho relief medallion of Emporor 
William II Is a black marble tablet, on which 
Is ongraved in gilt letters " His Majesty 
Emperor William I laid the corner stone of 
the Baltio canal on June 3rd, 1887, and ac 
companied hia blow with tho hammor by 
tho words : ' In honor of united Germany, 
to her perfeot welfare and her might and 
powor.' " 

Tho lighthouse and block of masonry into 
which tho Emporor placed the finishing 
stone were surrounded by enormous acaffold- 
ingB and afforded seatn for 15,000. In lay- 
ing the stono to-day tho Emperor Bald "in 
tho memory of Emporor William tha great, 
the canal Is Kaiser Wilhelm's canal." His 
Mujeaty then tapped tho stone three timea 
with the mallet, saying " In the namo of the 
Triune God, in honor of Emperor William, 
to tho weal of Germany and tho wolfare of 
nations." 

The Kaiser has issned an autograph letter 
to Dr. Bootbiober, Prussian minister of the 
interior, in which ho says : " Aftor tho 
opening day of tho Bftltio canal, I feel my- 
self under the neaeBBity of expressing to yoa 
my imperial thanks and sincere grabitude 
for bho devotion and fidelity with whioh 
you havo directed and promoted the de- 
velopment of this epoch of marking the 
work of German industry in all its 
stages. As a mark of my good will I 
am sending you my buBb in marble. The 
sighb of this will ever remind you bhab 
I feel bhat my warm bhanke are your duo 
for the signal services you havo so de- 
votedly rendered to my grandfather and 
father, now roating in God, and whioh I 
hope may long be preserved, both to myself 
and to the Fatherland." 

The letter has oaused much commonb in 
view of Prinoe Bismarck's recent Bevere 
strictures in an address to a delegation of 
agrarians in whioh he referred to the "burrs 
which stuck last to ministerial posts " and 
whloh was supposed to have been directed 
against Dr. von Boettloher. 

Paris, June 21 — The newBpapem gener- 
ally regard the Emperor's speeoh at Ham- 
burg as inspired by the deaire bo bo agree- 
able rather than exprossivo of his real sonti- 
monts. 

The Estafetto declares bhab ib is nooeBBary 
for the realization of the wishes expressed 
by the Emperor that France and Germany 
should bo reconoiled, that tho question of 
Alsaoe- Lorraine be settled. 

According to the Radioal the simplest 
mode of assuring peace is for Germany to 
surrender what she owes to a war, appar- 
ently referriog bo AUace-Lorraino. 

The GauIoiB regrets thab Germany does 
nob admit even thab there is a Lorralno 
juoBtion. 

According to La Paix If the Emporor Wil- 
liam desires peaco a " Republic alone can 
givo universal peace to the brotherhood of 
nations." 

Lo Siecla BubmitB that tho poacefnl 
language of the Emperor is inconaietenb 
with tho dispatch of a wroath to Lonn'on 
upon tho anniversary of tho battlo of Water- 
loo. 

HAMBURG, Juno 21. — Tho demeanor of 
tho French Admiral Menard and hiB officers 
toward Prince Henry of Prussia was cordial, 
and left tho beat improssion upoo tho 
Kaisor'a brother and Admiral Knorr, tho 
Gorman naval commander-in-chief, lb is 
understood bhab the joint entry of the 
French and Ruaaian squadrons Into Kiel 
harbor was arranged beforehand by tele- 
graph. It has certainly been taken in tho 
light of a demonstration whioh tho Russians 
declaro to havo been merely a coincidence. 
Tho Bismarokian organs attribute it lo 
French intrigue. It is reported that the 
authorities of tho Kiel arHonal intend to dis- 
miss a number of eoclaliat workmen who 
fratornized with tho sailorB of tho Frinch 
fleet, though on private vobboIs. 



TRADE REVIEWED. 

Dun's and Bradstreet's on tho Trade of 
Canada— Failures, Bank Clear- 
ances, Etc. 

New York, Juno 21, — R, G. Dun's 
weekly roviow says : Tho failures for tho 
week in Canada aro 31, ob agalnat 25 In the 
samo week of laBt year. 

BradBtroot'B statement of trado to morrow 
will say : In tho province of Ontario gonor- 
ally trade is quite aotivo and the proapecte 
aro satisfactory. In tho province of Quobec 
buBinesB is Bllghtly amallor in volumo, and 
tho actual improvement la declarod bo bo 
bhus far sonblmonbal. In Now Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia tho crop conditions aro fair 
notwithstanding tho dry weather, but in 
Newfoundland affairs aro sblll very unsettled, 
and tho outlook la not encouraging. Tho 
brado roporb for Quoboo city is rothor more 
favorablo than thab from Montreal. Tho 
bank oloariogs at Winnipeg, Hamilton, 
Toronto, Montreal and Halifax amount to 
$22,332,000 this week, a falling off of only 
1.5 per cent, from lasb wook ; bub an in- 
crease of about 30 por conb. over tho third 
weok of 1894, and about 22 per cent, larcer 
each than in liko weeks of 1893 and 1892. 
Thoro are 30 buainoaa failuroa reported from 
Canada this weok agalnBb 21 laBb week, 24 
in bho aame weok one year ago, 20 bwo years 
ago, and 20 throo years ago.

Ottawa, June 21— There has been an 
anlmabed diaouaaion in the Hou'so on the 
offairs of the Atlantic aDd Lake Superior 
railway. Sir Richard Cartwright strongly 
condemned any government aotion. Hon, 
Mr. Foster mado it clear that tho govern- 
ment aBeumod no responsibility in connec- 
tion with tho ontorpriBO, 

On the penitentiary estimates Sir Charles 
Tuppor said ho had hoard the Patrons of 
Industry complain because tho price of 
Kingston made twine was too low and was 
injuring tho business of tho Patron factory 
at Brantford. 

Hon. Mr. Dickoy announoed that city 
oorpa and artillery would bo drilled this 
year. He gavo an account of tho progress 
of tho work on the Eequimalt fortifications. 

Sir Charles Tupper gives notico of a bill 
to amend the penitentiaries aot and pro- 
vide a uniform aoalo for officers, guards, 
oto., wheroby a Baving of $4,000 a year will 
ho effected. Present appointees aro nob 
afieoted. 

Messrs. Wakoham and Rathbone, inter- 
national fishery commissioners, will com- 
mence their inquiry on bhe Pacific coast at 
tho beginning of July 

George T. Baird, of Perth Centre, N.B., 
has been called to tho Senate in place of 
Hon. Mr. Odell, deceased.

CHURCH CONVENTIONS. 

Public or Protestant Parochial Schools— Fed- 
eral Organization of Evangelical 
Churches. 

London, June 21.— Ab to-day's diocesan 
synod of Huron (Anglican), Bov. Dr. 
Boaumont, of London, moved a strongly 
worded resolution declaring againsb federal 
Interference wibh tho Manitoba schools and 
denouncing soparabe sohoola aa pernicious. 
The motion was greeted with oriea of "with- 
draw," and as Beaumont found no Beoonder. 
ho relucbanbly did so. 

Kingston, Ont., June 21. — Rev. Mr. Tye, 
In Introducing a resolution in the synod of 
Ontario dioceie yesterday, in favor of Pro- 
testant parochial schools, Baid public schools 
were hotbeds of immorality and that he had 
proved such to be bhe cubb bo bho minister 
of education. 

Halifax, N.S., Juno 21. — Rev. John 
Strotard, of Annapolis, was olected presi- 
dent of N. S Methodist conference. D. VV. 
Johnson, of Dartmouth, is made secretary. 
The membership of tho denomination has in- 
creased 404 during the year. 

London, June 21. — The Preibyterian 
general assembly closed last nigbb. During 
the day the question of ohuroh union oame 
up, and on the motionB of Principals Caven 
and Grant a federal organization of Evan- 
golioal churches was sanctioned. The 
resolution was passed that no resbriotioLa be 
placed on Chinese immigration. The as- 
sembly unanimously decided bo ignore bhe 
pan-American congress of religion and edn- 
oatlon whioh Is to moot in Toronto this 
Bummer. Dr. Robertson delivered the cus- 
tomary address, in which he advooatod 
doing by Bynods much of the work now lefo 
to the assembly, and suggested somo changes 
of procedure and thanked the assembly for 
tho help it had given them and then tho as- 
sembly adjourned. Tho following wore 
eleoted delegates to the pan- Presbyterian 
conference in Glasgow in 1890 : Principal 
Oavan, Principal MaoVioar, Rov. Dr. 
Robertson (tho moderator), Hon E. H. 
lironson, J. Charlton, M.P., Principal

BRITAIN'S CO AIM ANDEK- IN-CHIEF. 

The Duke of Cumbrldee to Retire In October 
—Modifications of the Ollico. 

London, June 21. — Rt. Hon. Campbell 
Bannorman, secretary of state for war, an 
nounced in tho Commons to day that the 
Duke of Cambridge, commandor-in-ohief of 
the Brltieh forces, will resign hia command 
of tho army on October 1. Tho post, he 
udded, will be modified, and future com 
mandorB-in-ohief will bo subjeot to the 
ordinary rulea affecting other ataff appoint- 
ments, tho office being tenable for the usual 
term of ton yeara, capable of extension 
Continuing, he Buid that tho oommander-in- 
ohiof will be the prinoipal military adviaer 
of the aecretary of atato for war, and, with 
tho adjutant-general, tjuartormaater goneral 
and direotor of artillery and inapoctor of 
forta, each being peraonally responsible 
to the secretary of atato for war, would 
form a deliberative council to adviBo the 
aocretary. Mr. Binnerman eulogized 
tho eervices of the Duke of Cambridge 
and ssid he had seen it written that the 
Duke was on impediment in tho way of 
army reforms. Continuing, tho aocretary of 
state for war aaid that twenty-fivo yeorB ugo 
tho Duke had not favored fundamental 
changoa in tho army, but when thoy were 
Introduced he frankly acoeptod them, and 
was ready to acknowledge the benefits de 
rivod from them. 

Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, tho Conservative 
loader, joined in the praise of tho Duko of 
Cambridge, but intimatod that ho did not 
entiroly approve of tho projected ohangea. 

Tho announcement oi the approaching re- 
tirement of tho Duko of Cambridgo haa 
groatly pleased the Radicals, who have 
long domanded hiB resignation. The Duke 
has boen roundly abuaod as a foaeil who was 
hindering reforms and who waa Inoapablo of 
bringing the army up to tho reijuiaite 
modern atandard.

The Mystery of Christian Benson's 
Death to Be Explained ill a 
Court of Justice. 



Superintendent Hussey au<3 Officers 
Ayrest Johu Smith oil the 
Charge of Murder. 



(E'hanLa to the patlonb, porsiatont work of 
the provincial police tho Beal of secrecy hue 
been broken in another oloeod chapter of 
British Columbia criminal histoty, and the 
mystery surrounding tho death of Christian 
A. Benbon on October 9 last appears to be 
on the eve of aolution. Superintendent 
Hussey n»B boon " taking a holiday " from 
office caroB, and the result is that be arrived 
at Nanalmo yoatorday with a prisoner, John 
Smith, of Camp island, oharged with having 
oommitlod the almost forgotten orimo — 
almost forgotten by the gonoral public, but 
not by the department) over which M 
Huasey presides, Tho arrest Wiia ,nado at 
Valdez Inland on Wednesday moraing lust, 
and ao complete a chain of dL-oct and oir- 
onmstantial evidence waa presented at the 
preliminary examination held in Comox the 
following day that Jnstice of tho Peace 
Drabble quickly decided that hia only courso 
was to com mil. the primmer for trial. 
" Joalouay " la given ai tho motive for tho 
horriblo crime, and Superintendr,nt Hussey 
believes that tho cibo against Jo'.in Smith is 
concluaivo b-yond the shadow of a doub\ 

Benson, the victim of tho trr.gody thus 
brought agiin to public notlc-.\ and a well 
known losing man, left bin homo at 
Wylio's, Rend ialand, on tho !l.h of laBt 
Octobor to go to Knee & Drinlt water's Btoro, 
Cortcz island, for oupplies, tolling Wylie 
thit he would be baok about uoon. He 
arrived at hia duatination, transacted hia 
busineas, and started for hoca boforo 11 
o'alook--ho waa not Been or hoard from 
ag»in in life. 

Toward tho end of tho month two logging 
men named Van Farrell and Douoett found 
his double-ended skit!' afloat, while thty 
were crooning in their boat from Road island 
to Camp island, John Smith's home. They 
took tho boat in tow, and in ic found Kan- 
eon's corpse, the head and shoulders dragging 
in the water, and tho boat showing that it 
had been waahed on and off the ! ^aoh. 

The post mortem disclosed hat blows 
from a blunt weapon had been recelvod on 
the nock, head and choab, all theBe parts of 
the body boing badly bruised, and tho 
doct-ira testifying that tho injuries wero 
amply sufficient to causo death. The testi- 
mony of other witnesses at the icqueBt wus 
to tho effect that Hanton waB in good health 
whon ho left homo on tho fatal 9 h of 
October, and the jury according returned a 
verdict 

" That the deceased, Christian A. Benson, 
camo to his doath on or about the !);h day ( f 
Ootober from the effects of blowB on the heart 
and nook inflicted by some person or persona 
unknown," a rider being added as to tho 
necessity for the estjb'iahmcat of a polioo 
patrol along tho northern coast and among 
the islands of the gulf. 

Here the caso was dismissed from the pub- 
lic mind and hero tho officers of the law 
wont to work upon it. Suspicion Boon fas- 
tened upon Smith, who, though a near neigh- 
bor of Wylie and Hanson, was not on very 
good terms with the latter. In tho courso 
of their investigation, Supt. Husaey, Con- 
stable Hutohiaon, now of Union, and Mr. 
Manaon, J. P. of Cortez island, found muoh 
to confirm their first suspicions, and a close 
watah was kept upon tho suspeot Smith, 
Several attempts were alao mado to intor 
view Mra. Smith, each falling owing to bor 
hnsbind'a unremittant vigilance. 

About two weeka ago the long deBired 
opportunity presented itself, Smith hav- 
ing been obliged to seek work at 
Dinecn'a logging c*mp on Valdez island, 
and bo leav*. hia homo. No time was lost, 
Superintendent Hussey, Officer Webster 
and Mr. Manaon, J. P., proceeding to Camp 
island by the Comox cn Tuesday last for tho 
purpose of having a talk with Mrs. Smith 
and her daughtor Cora. Both told tho 
same story — and it was as the officers had 
long suspected. 

Smith had acknowledged his guilt to both 
wlfo and daughtor, and threatened them 
with inatant death in tho evont of their 
"giving him away." Ho had, too, mado 
tho usual boaat that he would never bo 
taken alive. 

Hia opinion on this point evidently 
changed upon rtfloction, fcr when the offi- 
cers waited upon him at Va. .ev. island early 
Wednesday morning ho offered no resiatanoe 
when Superintendent Hussoy informed him 
that he was under arrest — chargod with 
wilful murder. The police, prisoner ami 
witness roachod Comox at midnight 
on Wednesday, and tho p -liminary ex- 
amination bofore Mr. Drabble, J. P., on 
Thursday morning showed that the Crown 
havo a vory strong caBe — oven without tho 
voluntary testimony of thowiTo, Itis expected 
that tho trial will take place at Westmin- 
ster, at which placo tho prisoner will bo de- 
livered to-day. Smith is aullun r.ud deniea 
nothing. 

It ia supposed that Benson called at 
Smith's ranch on his way home, aud that 
Smith in a fit of jealoua rago cluhbod him to 
doath, aftorwarda Bonding tho body adrift in 
tho little boat in which it was found a fort- 
night lator. This craft, a Binall flat-bot- 
tomed, double-ended skiff, is now lying at 
Mackintosh's boat houao hen-, a rolic of the 
myatorioua orimo.

GLADSTONE'S ACTION. 

His Withdrawal or His Pair Rezarded na Cer- 
tain to Precipitate Dissolution, Which 
May Come at Any Time. 

LONDON, Juno 21, — Tho Liberal loaders 
are ondrnvoriug to mltigato the effects of 
Mr. Gladatouo'a reportod surrender of his 
pair at the House of Commons, but it ia un- 
questionably the moat extraordinary of tho 
many extraordinary acts in tho great states- 
man's career, Ic promise to withdraw in 
extreme contumely his support from tho 
government which inherited Ms own control 
uf the party. 

Tho tiuth ie that Mr. t'-luuetono ia oven 
more of a churchman then a Liberal, and in 
old ago he cannot) follow hia pirty in what 
must eventually result in thu separation of 
the church and stat". in England aa well as 
in Wales. Ho had pledged himself to die 
establishment in Wales, but apparently has 
repented of It. A- he is on tho steamship 
Tantallor. Castle, at Kiel, even hia nearest 
frionds havo apparently failed to got an ex- 
planation from him. Hut tho following 
statement has been <i!ade on his behalf : 

Since his retirement Mr. Gladstone has 
never voted in the House of Commons, but 
hia vote bus been pall ;d againat that ol Mr. 
Vllllon, a Unionist, -od the " father of the 
hoiiBe," who ia too infirm to attend ita Bit- 
tlnga. Some weeka :\go Mr. Gladutouo told 
Lord Ttveedmouth, who la staying with him 
at Huwaulon, that aa thi.ro were soma 
polnta in the WeUh disestablishment bill 
which he did not approve, hu would prefer 
■not to pair in favor < f them. Tho firat of 
these points, dealing with tho treatment of 
tho Welsh church . odowments, was reach- 
ed, and accordingly Lord Tweedmouth in- 
formed the miniat<rial whips that Mr Glid- 
atone slit u d be re'.ievod o hia pair, The 
Liboral whips hoiu word lu uue 
courso to ihe Uoionlst whips Mr. 
Chamberlain heard of I" und im.ne- 
diu'.e.ly made the fac s known In the 
Times. He was not awuro that M 0' ad- 
stone's obj.ction waa c mtined to i rtain 
specifio puinta in the Welsh bill, at.,1 the 
Timea aaaumed that Mr. Gladatono with- 
drew his p.»ir iu token of general disap- 
proval of the policy of the government. 

The correspondent saw Mr. Herbert 
Gladstone, who corroborated in every re- 
apoct the foregoing explanation, which had 
been obtained from another ministerial 
source. Inquiry among other mombere of 
the party ehowed that Mr. Gladstone's 
action, even accepting it in thia restricted 
sense, la eure to precipitate diasolution, 
which may corns at any moment. The 
Tory leadors wish to force it, and undoubt- 
edly enough Liberal members will follow 
Gladstone in opposition to tho Welah bill to 
defeat the government. Wollinformed per- 
sons aay, however, thp.C Mr Balfour ia as un- 
willing aa Kosebery himaolf to go to the 
country now.

time. (The constitution ia silent upon tho 
Bubjeob of management and regulation of tho 
achoolo. It does not prcsoub any ab jntl- 
ard of education, doea not enjoin 
compulsory attendance of children, does 
noc impose any measure of scholastic 
attainment on the part of teachers, nor 
designate uniformity of text books. All 
these matters, the regulation of whioh Is 
absolutely committed to the provincial 
authorities, aro entirely foroign to the ibsub 
involved in tho present controversy. It wua 
not a sound and valid reason for the abo 
litinn of separate sohoola in Manitoba that 
they proved ineflioient, because if that wero 
tho ease the Manitoba Government possessed 
the powor to correct tfciB dfcfioiency without 
impairing in any proper sonso the right of 
separato schoola conferred upon tho minor- 
ity. It is, therefore, a mere Bubtorfugo of 
Mr. Groenway to attempt to justify the abo- 
lition of aeparato Bohools in tho Grab In- 
atanoo, and to refuao to carry out the fedoral 
order at this time, on the plea thab tho 
fornior abate of thinga did not in praotico 
promoto tho educational results which tho 
peoplo as a whole have a right to exact. 
Tho defeob in tho conduct, managemenb and 
regulation of the soparato Bohools, upon 
whioh the Manitoba Government basos its 
refusal, can be cured in that provlnco undor 
a system of sepurato schools quite as effect- 
ively »b it has been in Ontario, in Quebec, 
or in Now Brunswick. 

It would have boon moro creditable to tho 
Government of Manitoba, it soemB to ua, to 
havo rofuaod point blank to comply with tho 
romedlal ordor without saying why or where- 
fore, than to have given aa a roason for thoir 
rofuaal what a very little examination shows 
is no reason at all, and what, oven as a pre- 
toxt, cannot bo said to ho very pluusiblo. 



A CONTRAST. 



WHAT IS THOUGHT OF THIS 
REPLY. 

Tho nowspapors of tho Kasb breat " Mr. 
Greeuway'a reply ' 1 with moderation and good 
temper. Ita inadequacy and its weakness 
ara noticed by many of thorn. The Daily 
Mail and Empire says : 

Tho point at whioh disapproval is ex- 
pressed haa reference to the view that the 
Federal powor haB proposed that the educa- 
tional infirmities of 1890 be resbored. This 
idea was advancod by Mr. Sifton during hia 
oampaign in Ontario, and no doubt Mr. 
Groenway felt bhat he ought not to paaa it 
over. 

But it requires u strained interpretation 
of the Dominion suggestion to enable one to 
roach tho conclusion that Manitoba has boon 
asked to re-establish inefficiency where in- 
efficiency previously existed. No words can 
be fouud in the Dominion dooument to con- 
vey the impression thab the Ottawa Govern- 
ment ever hintod that lb would bo advisa- 
ble to establish separate sohoola, free 
from State inspection, taught by teach- 
ers who aro nob qualified to teach, and 
turning out illiterate and in fact ignorant 
pupils. Passing from the ligation whether 
tho proposition is as alleged, and looking at 
the argument against inefficiency on Its 
merits, there must bo a very general agree- 
ment with Mr. Greonway'a position. Tho 
State, if it concedes soparato sohoola, has a 
right to boo to it that tho UBsiatunco It givea 
ia not misapplied. Having rogiatored hia 
objection to State aided schools that are not 
under State control, Mr. Groenway proceeds 
to 8uggoat that moro time be given, and that 
an inquiry bo made on tho Bpot touohing 
tho educational conditions of the province, 

Tho Winnipeg Nor' Wester puta tho same 
points vory strongly. It sayB : 

If Ministers wore not in a dilemma they 
would auroly not have thought it necoaaary 
to aet out with an excuse for their couree 
whioh is ao obvioualy manufactured for the 
purpose, and the utter worthloBanoas of 
which is so easily exposed. Nothing la 
oloaror than the fact that tho judgment ot 
the Privy Counoil doea not require that the 
old echool system shall bo restored. Vet 
the Government assume thab it does, and 
they protend in addition that if they wero 
to obey thoy would bo reviving a system of 
rotten, inethoient Catholic sohoola which 
they would bo powerless to improve. This 
ia sob out in the lirst paragraph of the resolu- 
tion. That It completely gives away tho 
wholo Government case la obvious to the 
most superficial obsorvei. The judgmont 
expreaaly declares that justice can ho 
rondored without reatoring tho old eohuol 
ayatom ; there ia no ovidenco that tho 
Catholio aohoola wero iutllioiont. undor tint 
syatom ; and it waa quite within 
tho oompotonco of tho Manitoba Gov- 
ernment to have made thorn effi- 
cient] if thoy wero not. Horo aro three 
atatemonts to tho absolute accuracy of which 
we ohallonge contradiction, und they at 
onco diaposo of tho wholo caso, ae built up 
by tho government. Lot tho second one go, 
as boing possibly conteutioua, and tho re- 
maining two aro sulliciout. It ia not necoa- 
aary to roBtoro Catholio schools as thoy ox- 
iated prior to lS'JO, and if lb wero nocesBary 
ib ia as much within the competency of the 
government to make them cliiclent aa It ia 
to make those of tho presont system ; tho 
govornmont can oxorciso tho aume control 
over tho ono aa ovor tho other ; it dooa not 
abrogato its righta of supervision and aon- 
trol by tho more act of giving to a sootion 
of the community a system of aeparato 
aohoola. Ib ia on thia poaition that tho gov- 
ornmont reBts ita wholo caao, and it is only 
noceBBary to en!! attention to it to show how 
untenablo it ia. 

If tho Nor' Weater ia right tho LogiBla- 
turo of Manitoba is rtquirod to waBto its 
tlmo and to oxpond Ita energy in declaring 
thab lb cannot do what it ia not asked to do, 
Ib is vory clear indeod that neither tho Do- 
minion Government nor the Judicial (Jem- 
mlttoo of the Privy Counoil would bo so 
utterly foolish us to. ask tho Govornmont 
of Manitoba to establish a Byateni 
of aoparate Bohools and to spend largo sums 
of tho poople's monoy in thoir maintenance, 
and then to loavothoBO aohoola to take caro o[ 
themselves. The duty to regulate and au- 
perviao noccBaarily gooa with tho powor to 
establish. Thoy cannot by any possibility 
bo separated. Tho Montreal Gazotto boob 
this vory oloarly, for it says : 

No ono hi'.B protondod to aay that tho 
aohool Bystem of Manitoba down to 1890 
waa effectively administered, much loss thab 
tho real point In controversy related to tho 
•sfficiouoy of tho system in vogue up to that 



Tho moderation of the reply of tho Mani- 
toba Leglalaturo to the remodial ordor is 
universally comnionded. The thoughtful 
reader cannot help being Btruck with tho 
difference between it and tho philippics that 
have boon writton and uttored by tho Bolf- 
oonBtitutod championB of the majority in 
Manitoba. It ia to be obBorvod that thero 
ia not in tho reply, from boginning to end, 
the slightost hint that tho rights of tho 
people or tho Legislature of Manitoba aro 
being oncroaohod upon. Thero is not a sen- 
tence that can bo construed into a protest 
agalnat tho courao which tho Government of 
tho Dominion have purauod. Tho Govorn- 
mont of Manitoba are, no doubt, aotlnp un- 
der tho best legal advice that can bo ob- 
tained in the Dominion, and if ib could be 
shown bhat tho Fedoral Government 
have exceeded thoir powers in any way or 
in tho slightest degree or havo onoroaohed, 
let it bo ever so little, on tho constitutional 
rights of the province, it is quite certain 
that such illegal use of powor and such un- 
justifiable invasion of constitutional rights 
would havo been pointed out and emphatic- 
ally commented upon in tho Legislature^ 
roply. 

If the Leglalaturo of tho Provinco could 
aay to the Dominion Govornmont, "You aro 
doing what you havo no powor to do ; you 
aro oxoeoding your authority and invading 
our rights," does anyone auppoao thab this 
would not be Baid in tho roply to tho remo 
dial order aa emphatically and as forcibly aa 
official otiquette permittod '! And would 
it not, if thero wero grounds for 
it, bo tho propor anawer and 
tho moat concluaivo anawor poeai- 
bio ': Yob thia waa the Bum and sub- 
stanco of tho addresses and tbe newspaper 
articles that wero delivered and written by 
thoso who conaidered themaelvea tho friends 
of Manitoba. Tho contrast betweon tho 
Government's reply and tho appeals for 
sympathy is moat striking. Tho only infer- 
ence that can bo drawn from thia marked 
dilforonco la that tho paBaionato appeals 
wore made undor a mistaken view of tho 
merits of tho ease, and that the reply con- 
tains the strongest and, Indeed, tho only 
roaBon thero can bo adduced for refusing to 
redress what tho minority of tho inhabitants 
complain of aa a serious grievance. 



thofb waa praotioally nothing — oortainly noo 
more than that of tho average market gar- 
dener. Tho erperimont has cloarly demon- 
strated that many of the destitute are ready 
and willing to work ! that a largo number 
oan be supported by utlll/.iug vacant land in 
tho outskirts of tho olty ! that a very small 
spaoo of ground is suffiuiont lo raiBe enough 
vegetables to support a family through the 
winter ! that a majority if thoso who own 
vacant lands would rather allow them to be 
cultivated by tho poor than to pay a largo 
tax for their Bupport ! and that tho needy aro 
thereby aBsiated without creatirg tho de- 
moralization in tho hablta of tho people that 
gratuitoua aid in other placea always ob- 
tains." 

Tho Buccess of the experiment has en- 
couraged the Mayor of Detroit and thoBO 
who aBsiated him so liberally and hoartlly to 
oontinue it tide yoar. About GOO acrea havo 
been preparod for a crop. Tho benevolent 
of other citieB havo been induced to follow 
Detroit's example, and Pingreo's system 
bids fair to come into general use and per- 
haps load to a moro humane and In every 
way a bettor method of relioving tho poor 
than that whioh has hitherto almost every- 
where beon rosorted to. To help tho needy 
olfectively without pauperizing them is cer- 
tainly tho moro excellent way. 

THE UNPLEASANT TRUTH. 

It ie generally supposed thab Dr, Gold- 
win Smith loans to tho Liberal eide in Do- 
minion politics. Ho waa not long ago thoir 
oraolo, and the Grits were, from tho leader 
downward, williog to awear by him. Ho is 
not likely to be such a favorite after thiB. 
Tho Profoaaor oponod hia mind protty froely 
to a Montreal Star intorviowor nob long ago. 
Hero Ib a passage from the interview : 

" W hat do you think of tho prospoota of 
tho Liberal purty ! " 

" I think tho Govornmont will get back 
to powor. It haa all the advantages on ita 
side. I have always observed that matorial 
nonBldorations have more effect on voters 
than broad questlonB of public policy, aa- 
leBB, indeod, some burning question, iu 
whioh all were doeply interested, woro 
being agitatod." 

" Then you do not consider the trade 
queation of sufficient importance 

" No," aaid tho profcBaor. " Tho attltudo 
of the Liberal party ia -oo uncertain. Thoy 
shift too ofton. They onco had a good plat- 
form, commercial union ; but thoy abandoned 
that for unreatrioted reoiproolty, and slnco 
that thoy have mado another change. I 
should aay, however, that tho Government 
will probably, in my opinion, loao aomo 
seats in Ontario ; but they will hold tho 
lower provinces and Manitoba." 

This is cruol, coming aa it doos from a 
friend. Tho Grits, Mr. Goldwin Smith be- 
lieves, will not boolevated to power. Tho peo- 
ple cannot trust them. They aro too uncer- 
tain; thoy chongo thoir policy too ofton. The 
electors find it hard to tell juab where they 
are at any particular time. They cannot 
truat ao unatablo a party.

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 

Tho plan of rolieving tho unemp'oyod 
by giving them plots of land to culti- 
vate haa proved very 8ucces8ful in Detroit. 
To tlis Mayor of that city, HazsnS. Pingreo, 
belongs tho honor of devising that Ingenious 
mode of assisting tho Belf-roapeotlng poor, 
and his success has encouraged others to 
follow hia example. 

It waa in tho apring of 1S91 that ib oc- 
ourrod to Mayor l'iugree to utilize tho idle 
lande in the outskirta of tho city for cultiva- 
tion by tho poor in order to ralso food for 
thomaolvea. A largo area of '.and waB 
placed at hia diapoaal by its benovolont and 
public-spirited ownoro. " About 450 acroB 
wero acoopted from several thousand 
offorcd, ploughed, burrowed, and staked 
off by tho oommittoo Into lots of ono- 
quartor to one-half acre each." Thero woro 
throo thousand applications for these plota 
ao prepared. Unfortunatoly land could not 
bo given to all who applied for it. Tho auo- 
cossful applicuuta wore auppliod with po- 
tatoes for seed, beans, peas and other seeds, 
and tho work of planting waa dono by tho 
pooplo thomsolvoB. Men and women, boys 
and girls, wont to work with a will. The 
planting was well dono and tho plota us a 
rulo wero carofully cultivated. About 
tiftoon huahels of potatoes wero raised on 
oaoh lot, and altogether somo 14,000 
buahola woro grown. Tho laud producod a 
large quantity of vogotabloa besides. Tho 
valuo of tho wholo crop was oetimated at 
from $12,000 to $14,000, and tho nob cash 
oublay wua loss thun $3,600,whioh waa rais- 
ed by public aubacription. Tho advantages 
to tho poor peoplo woro vory great. Thoy 
had a good supply of vrgobahloB for winter's 
ubc, and tho employment that had boon 
glvon them waa both plooaanb and profit- 
able 

" Tho auccoBB of tho oxporimont," Bays tho 
supervising committoo in thoir final roport, 
"silenced tho oroakors, and thoy woro 
numerous. 1'oor pooplo almost fought for a 
ohanoo to got a piece of land to till, and 
thoso who wore successful uaod thoir boat 
efforts to obtain a full crop. The loss by

H. & N. Steamship Company, whoso service 
the Ciiittagoug iuauguratos, that the steamer 
wiil not bo huro until the fog has cleared 
away. The steamer was duo to arrivo on 
Thursday. Tho steamships Ollmoro and 
Anloun aro tho other two ships ohartored to 
run in connection with the Chittagong. 
They ure largo cargo veBEels, tho Ollmoro 
havlug a carrying capacity of 3,500 tons 
dead weight, and the Asloun 000 tons moro. 
In a little less than a month one will bo 
duo to arrive here, tho sorvica beinf; a 
monthly one. 

MOHK OAOSE 01' ALARM. 
There is a prospect of moro trouble for the 
Boalers on the West Coast in obtaining their 
crews for Hehring soa. It was reportod yes- 
terduy that the Wanderer had secured hunt- 
ore in Port San Juan a fow days ago by 
agreeing to pay $4 per t>kin, one dollar in 
advance of the wage scale adoptod. In con- 
scquonco, other voesels at San Juan will, it 
is said, bo delayed in starting out or will bo 
obligod to follow suit. Tho Indians are 
asking big money and thus far appear very 
roluoiant about going to EOa. Tho captain of 
tho schooner South Bond, which is now at 
San Juan, was in town yesterday buying 
provit ions. H« had hoard tho report about tho 
Wanderer and felt that it would havo a bad 
effect among the Hoalers all along the coaBt. 
Ho said, however, that ho would pay tho $4 
wagos sooner than bo dotained. His aupplies 
wero last ovoning shipped to tho veesel by 
the eteamer Mischief. 

A RELIC OF THE " IVANHOE." 
On Wednesday thero arrived lu Soattlo a 
relic of tho lost ehip Ivanhoo. It is the 
Bign board whioh hung on tho ship's port) 
side, and boars tho word " Ivanhoo." The 
gilt ia nearly worn off by tho aotion of the 
waves, it waa found on tho northern Band 
spit of Willapa bay by tho wife of tho light- 
house keeper on December 18, 1894. On a 
reoent visit of Capt. W. Farenholt, in- 
spector of the Thirteenth district, ho direct- 
ed that it be carefully proaervod, and sent it 
to Gov. McGraw. Together with the life 
buoy it will bo kept as a Bad memento, the 
two silent witnesses of an irreparablo loea. 

THE " STIUTUNEVIS " SAILS. 

On WodneBday morning tho steamship 
Strathnovis, Capt. Pattie, left Yokohama 
on her first voyage inward for the Northern 
Pacific Steamship Company. She carries a 
full cargo compoacd of 2,500 tonB of tea for 
overland points, 1,400 tonB of general freight 
for Portland and Hound points, 100 tons for 
Viotoria, 100 tons for San Francisco, and 
250 bales of silk.

London, Juno 21. — Tho Duke of West- 
minster has addressed a reply to tho memo- 
rial of tho Armenians in America, thanking 
them for thoir eupport. Ho adds that the 
adhesion of tho great ropublic to tho cause 
of suffering Armonia cannot surely bo with- 
out groat cli'ict upon tho Porto, all tho more 
so aa they aro comparatively disinterested 
in (|uostion8 ufftc'.ing tho balanco of power 
in tho EaBt. 

Tho government was defeated to day on 
motion of Hon. Win. St. John E Prodorick, 
Conservative member for the Guildford 
division of Surrey, to roduce the salary of 
tho Becrotary of war by £1,000, on account 
of an alleged deficiency in tho urmy stores 
and munitions of war, ohitfly cordite.
